The Uriti.-<li Olympic fund move- 
ment InaiiRuraied with the idea of 
HHCuringr DOO.OOO dollars, through u 
national subscription, to enable iOng- 
lai.d to turn out and train a team 
able to comiKito with the UnStett 
SiateH, has proven a fiillure. 

I'revlous to Ocloher, 1913, the fund 
aggregated under fifty-five tlioiiHauil 
with no Immedla'-o oignn of further 
lurge contributions. Itecnuse of this 
lack of IntproHl exhibited on the part 
of the Uritlsh public, the committcu 
in charge decided the work must bu 
given up since tlic fund had remained 
practically nt a standstill for the last 
month. On this nccount no further 
endeavor of a nation il scope Is con- 
templated In furthsrinK Britain'H 
chances at the next Olympic. 



In a formal and digullied manner 
the third session of the McQill Mock 
Parliament was opened last night by 
His Excellency the Governor-Gener- 
al. Fully a hundred members were 
present. 

About half-past eight the Govern- 
or-General entered the ball of the 
Union and proceeding to the throne 
asked if the speaker of the house 
bad been elected. Upon the reply in 
the negative, the Governor-tJoneral 
left the hall. The House then pro- 
ceeded to the election of Mr. Gregor 
Barclay, B.A., B.C.L., as speaker. 
The Governor-General then entered 
again and proceeded to read the 
speech from the throne. 

In the course of His Kxcellency'.^ 
address mention was made of the 
general depre.ssion resulting from 
Anancial stringency the world over. 

This, it was promised, would speed- 
ily be relieved owing to the fact that 
Professor Lcacock bad fcken an in- 
tereat in the question of social re- 
form. 

Mention was made of the success 
of the football team during the past 
season. 

The barbarous custom ot having 
examinations was touched upon and 
It was hoped that the wisdom of the 
house would see its way to the solu- 
tion of this vexing problem. 

it was further pointed out that a 
hill for the providing of a contribu- 
tion to the imperial navy which had 
been rejected by the Senate would be 
reintroduced. Tlie ciucsllon ot hav- 
ing a conference appointed to con- 
sult with the British admiralty for 
the devising of ways and means for 
the permanent defence of the Em- 
pire would be broached at an early 
session. 

A bill for the reform of the Senate 
was to be introduced Into the House 
as well as one for tlic redistribution 
of parliamentary seats. 

The speech concluded with the 
following, "I trust that your labors 
will be pleasant for yourselves and 
beneficial to His Majesty's subjects 
in the Dominion of Canoda." 

The adoption of the report was 
moved by Jack Vlner, Minister of 
Labor. In the course of his remarks 
he deprecated the system whereby 
the Upper House could throw out 
measures in the way In which It had. 
He referred to the action of the Sen- 
ate as the expression of "the second 
childhood of a group of Irresponsible 
pensioners of the State. As long as 
they slumbered so long was the gov- 
ernment able to pass beneAclal meas- 
ures but at the nod of the leader of 
the Opposition they had snored in 
their sleep." 

The Conservative party proposed to 
introduce leRlBlatlon which should so 
reform it that its creators would not 
be able to recognize their offspring. 

The Chairman of the Committee of 
Waterways, Forests and Power sec- 
onded the motion of adoption. 

The leader of the Opposition, Art. 
Mathewson, then rose to move an 
amendment to the address from the 
throne. In the course of what he had 
to say he Quoted Lloyd George a^ 
saying that England was not bank- 
rupt. What was desirable was a na- 
tional spirit In Canada that would 
make her great within the greatest 
empire tbat has ever existed. If ne- 
cessary, the speaker pointed out, he 
was ready to light, oven to die, for 
the Empire but "battles are not won 
by dollars, battles are won by men." 
The change In the motion of amend- 
ment was that no mention had been 
made in the speech from the throne

of the commendable action of the 
Canadian Senate in rejecting the Na- 
val Dill. 

Frequent Interruptions occurred 
during the course of the evening's 
programme. Members were constant- 
ly on their feet raisins points of 
order. 

At the suggestion of the Prime 
•Minister, the Labor party seated 
themselves apart from the rest of the 
Opposition that they might bo more 
readily distinguished. 

The speech of the Prime Minister 
dealt, In the main, with the naval 
policy and the Intention of the Gov- 
ernment In regard to it. He was fre- 
quently Interrupted. Ho referred to 
the needs of Great Britain as far a«> 
defence was concerned. "Great 
Britain nced.i not a Nlobe or a Rain- 
bow," he said. "We want to show 
the Mother Country that we really 
are loyal." 

After careful study he had become 
firmly convinced that a substantial 
increase In the forces of the British 
navy was absolutely necessary. 

The Hon. Mr. Bruncau. of the Op- 
position, then rose to second the 
amendment to the speech from the 
throne. He referred to the recent 
loss of Lord Strathcona whom be apt- 
ly described as having once impress- 
ed him as the "symbol of eternity." 
Ho then paid glowing Iribntc to the 
Imagination of Sir John A. .Macdon- 
ald which had made possible tho 
building of the C.P.R, and bad also 
produced his national policy. 

He maintained that the speeches 
from the ranks of the Government 
had been of a decidedly revolution- 
ary nature. He deprecated in the 
strongest terms the idea of making 
us give something towards the Im- 
perial navy without bringing the 
matter before the people of the coun- 
try. 

Referring to the slur of a tin-pot 
navy he said, "We have begun with 
tin-pot capital, tin-pot Industries 
and we are proud of it, why ehould 
we not bo proud of our tin-pot 
navy?" 

The leader of the I.Abor party, Mr. 
Boltuc, stated that much had been 
said during the course of the evening 
regarding a navy and Senate reform, 
but "few voices were raised concern- 
ing the unemployed or the hlph cost 
of living. What docs the Govern- 
monl intend to do about it?" Men- 
tion was made about a football, h« 
said. "We have a kick coming to 
that football." 

At this Juncture the Chief Whip 
of the Conservative party Interrupt- 
ed, stating that he had heard no men- 
tion of a football. This caused the 
labor member to exclaim, "the Chief 
Whip of the Conservative party docs 
not know what the speech from the 
throne contains." 

The Labor leader then went on to 
show that his party had behind it 
the masses of the world. "The ques- 
tion of a navy would not ameliorate 
the condition ot the worhlns-class. 
Is this an assembly of capitalists?" 
he was led to exclaim. 

Referring to conditions in the 
west, he maintained that abject pov- 
erty, starvation, In fact, exist there 
as well as material prosperity. 

Mr. Nantel. the Minister of Public 
Works, who followed ,spoke in his 
native tongue and said In part: 
"L'Angleterre n'est pas bnnqucroutec 
mais elle a besoin d'argent, elle a be- 
soin d'un cadeau." 

This speech was replied to by 
Mons. Ueauvert, who also employed 
hia native language and In oratorial 
fashion demonstrated the futility of 
some of the arguments of ih<( pre- 
vious speaker. 

The President of Council and Min- 
ister of Education as well as Chief 
Whip of the Conservative party. W. 
F. McConnell, then rose to speak. He 
held that the amendment had he<>n 
framed In an audacious manner. Uo- 
ference was made to th<' fart that 
Mr. U. L. Dorden had framed his pre- 
sent naval policy two years provlou.^ 
to coming Into power and that con- 
sequently the people of Canada had

known of it for long. Ho answered 
the argument of the Liberal leader 
that Canada owed nothing to Kng- 
land, by stating that the Liberals of 
Canada would not agree with such an 
attitude — that they were fully aware 
of the great debt that they owed to 
Great Britain. "Where," he asked, 
"did the Dominion procure the mo- 
ney with which to build the C.P.R.?" 

Allan Oliver, Chief Whip of the 
Liberal party, then proceeded to 
point out that there were people 
everywhere in this country who did 
not know how they were going to get 
their next meal, and yet tho liovern- 
ment proposed to hand over to the 
British Admiralty $35,000,000 in 
cold cash when there was no need 
for such expenditure. He maintain- 
ed that this weniM mean an over- 
whclmliig burden of taxation. To 
raise this amount, a percentage would 
have to be added to the already high 
cost of food and clothing. "Who 
wants to spend this money? not the 
Canadian workingman, not the Can- 
adian business man but the manu- 
facturers, the militarists, the navy- 
itcs and the army of parasites, the 
Journalists, the penny orators who 
follow In their train. Suppose," he 
continued, "that the money were 
spent on public works. If we must 
spend It let us spend it so that Can- 
ada will get as much out of it as 
possible. Spend It under the Canada 
.Naval Act of lOlO so that It will be- 
nefit Canadians." 

Hugh Farthing, the Minister of 
Finance, then spoke regarding the 

statements of the jirevious speaker. 
He said: "His imperialism can't rise 
above dollars and cents." 

He further stated that he had been 
accused of flag-waving. In refuting 
this, he said, "If flag-waving means 
love to It, we are not ashamed to 
wave it." 

Mr. Budyk, of tho Socialist party, 
stated in the course of his few re- 
marks that be bad often found occa- 
sion to differ from the leader of the 
Opposition on certain points, but in 
this case, hr was absolutely opposed 
to the attitude of the Covernmcnt. 
Referring to the Prime .\liniiiter, he 
said, "Why does he bring nii the 
naval question? Why does he not ful- 
fill <his promise to tho people of the 
country? How can you roconcile Se- 
nate reform as stated in the speech 
from the throue, with the abolition 
of the Senate a.n advocated by the 
members of the fîoveriunenl who had 
given their views upon the subject. 

He maintained as well that the 
speech from the throne was devoid ot 
anything new. 

When the division on the amend- 
ment was taken, after considerable 
diftlculty had been experienced in dis- 
covering whether certain peojtle were 
nntilled to vote. It was discovered 
that It stood 4!) to 49. In view of this 
equal expression of opinion, it was 
necessary to call upon the speaker to 
use his privilege of deciding the Is- 
sue. He cast his vote In favor of the 
Government anil thus the amendment 
was defeated by a majority of one.

falls within u certain mlnluHira to be 
determined by the Judges beforehand. 
To qualify, all others must cover the 
coarae within a prescribed number of 
aiBUtes of tbe "scratch man's" elaps- 
ed time; this limit to be fixed by the 
judges beforehand, accordinR to the 
dURcullies of the cour.'^e and the con- 
dition of tbe bnow. it may under no 
circumstances be greater than ten 
minutes. The use of sticlts is per- 
mitted. 

(b) Swings. The candidate must 
oonvlnee iudges of his ability to make 
a Telcmark and C hristiania swing, in 
one of cither directions, when run- 
ning at a considerable rate of speed 
mad on a moderate slope. These 
■wings must be made in good style 
but >8 many attempts may be made 
ai the Judges think warranted. The 
candidate must also make three con- 
iecutlve Hwint;.-' or turns without a 
■top and at a fair speed.

The opening session of the McGill Mocic Parliament was 
ushered in last night in a very dignified way. But it cannot be said 
that the session remained so all through the evening. 

The attendance was very good and the whole affair seemed 
to be treated as the more or less amusing entertainment it has al- 
ways been. 

But its success in (his way must have been quite accidental. It 
was very evident, that most of those who spoke had given little or 
no previous thought to the meeting. Few of the addresses evinced 
the result of any study whatever. To the casual listener several of 
the speeches sounded very much impromptu, and probably (he most 
of them were prepared very harriedly after dinner. 

It seems to the Daily, that if the Mock Parliament is to e.\ert 
the influence generally hoped for it, then, more thought, and far 

more time, will have to be put on the preparation of speeches. Even 
without very considerable study, men who are supposedly intelli- 
gent should be able to get up and give a little better exhibition of 
their ability to use the King's English than they did last night. 

We will confess that much time was doubtless spent by those 
in charge of both parties in seeing to it that all their followers were 
on hand to express their opinions in the division. But it must be 
conceded from the showing of last night that this time, or some of 
it at least, might have been better spent in furthering the real pur- 
pose of the Mock Parliament. 

This purpose we take to be the encouragement of public speak- 
ing through set debates on public issues. The idea certainly lost its 
significance last night. 

Those who expected to add to the sum of their knowledge 
were disappointed. 

Perhaps these few hints may have a tendency to improve the 
situation somewhat before the next session is convened.

Thai stranRo mysterious power 
which seems to carry the actor out of 
himself, which causes him to carry 
out movements unthought of, and 
unealculated; the phenomena which 
Talma called a spontaneous giving 
way to feelinB; and Henry Irving 
ilonolod a duality; which other groat 
actors say have held them helplews In 
its grip, wHH (UkcusfimI by Martin 
llarvoy lu the tlrst meeting of the 
McCni Canadian Club yesterday af- 
ternoon. The attendance totalled 
nearly two hundred. 

"What Is that force?" asked Mr. 
Harvey, and ventured an answer 
himself. "I would call it an instance 
of the p.sychic In man." 

The actor really feels the thing 
himself, according to Mr. Har- 
vey, because It has touched a dor- 
mant sense or Instinct of him of 
which he did not know the existence. 

"If man is mlcro-cosmlc physical- 
ly, mJulil he not be ko nienlolly?" 
atiked the spoaUer. "The feeling Is) 
fetched up out of slumbering genera- 
tions. It is the trace of things that 
have agitated him or bis ancestors 
long before." 

Mr. Harvey touclied on the meth- 
ods used by various great actors to 
carry tlieir ait before audiences. 
Talma said that In order that the 
performer may perpetually succeed, 
his memory calls to mind hl.<i action 
at a time of exaltation in his recita- 
tion of a scene. His Intelligence 
calls to mind his best moments. 

BEHIND THE SCENE. 

Hehind the scene the great ailor, 
accord I nK to .Mr. Harvey, calls to 
mind, not wlial be U to play, but 
what he has been Just playing, and 
what Improvements should be made, 
in order to appear to the best advan- 
tage in the next scene. 

It Is absurd to JudK«' an actor by 
his lirst appearance, said the noted 
actor. A criticism should not he ad- 
vanced until the scene had been re- 
acted many times. A creation of an 
actor has birth, adolescence, matur- 
ity, and finally a ripeness. All the 
time tlu' critical faculty of the actor 
Is judging, and roundinj; into shape. 
It Is wrong to say that a part fre- 
quently repeated loses its freshness. 
Only when the creator says that "his 
acting Is good enough does stagna- 
tion set In." It Is not a bad sign 
when despair takes hold of an actor. 
It means he has nn Ideal and knows 
that he Is not good enough. 

The creative and critical faculties, 
or what the French call iho facuUlos 
of sensibility and intelligence must 
guide the actor In his best produc- 
tion. 

"The two must remain well bal- 
anced, there's the rule," said the 
speaker. 

"Vou may create a man. but be- 
ware of him. He has a will of his 
own, and may become detached from 
his creator. I can recall the case of 
a man portraying a character who 
failed in love, and on meoting his 
Kuccessful rival, In a Bcene, failed for 
some mnmcntfl to utter a .single word. 
The actor himself did not Intend that 
such should bo the cose, and only on 
reflection did he find that it was ex- 
actly what such a man would do. In 
order to penetrate to the Inmost 
character of the man before him. 

"In this case the creation acted 
rightly, and the play was successful. 
But flometlmeK such characters had 
been found to work far from rightly. 
And the rule to create the best char- 
acter is only to select those which 
your critical faculties select. 

.Mr. Harvey touched on the vahie 
of a sympathollc contact between the 
audience and the man behind the 
footlights. "As kingdoms get the 
government and kings they deserve, 
80 an audience gets the actors It dp- 
serves. Only when the audience and 
the actor Is fused, when people come 
ready lo give as well as to receive, 
docs the actor possess the overwhel- 
ming power. 

"Then one emotion possesses every 
being In the house. The attention of 



all is called to ouo object." Here .Mr. 
iiarvcy paused, and added: "All with 
the exception of the actor himself. He 
must be apart. His intelligence must 
be directed. He must know Just how 
long a moment should last. A pro- 
gramme drops on the floor, a door 
hangs, a car clashes past, and all Is 
gone." 

Garrirk, at one of hU appearances, 
was greeted with deafening huxzas 
and cheera. He had to use all his tre- 
mendous powers to restore the si- 
lence necessary to open the play. 
Suddenly, when all was still, ^osey, 
the old former orchestra leader for 
Garrick opened bis mouth, and greet- 
ed the opening words with so loud a 
yawn that the house roared with 
laughter. After the performance 
Garrick went to have it out with the 
old man. But Nosey closed the dia- 
logue with the words: 

"It Is always the way I go When I 
have the greatest rapture." 

"Garrick had been able only by his 
great acting to restore the commun- 
ity of souls which should exist be- 
tween the audience and the actor. 

Mr. Harvey said he was willing to 
cross swords wltli the man who 
claimed the duty of the actor was "to 
express l<leas which were not his own 
— to lose the captaincy of his soul." 

"Is that the case with the law- 
yer?" he asked. "Does Paderewskl 
lose the captaincy of his soul? Is it 
the case with the great theologian? 

".Vn nctor can express nothing but 
himself, soon as he endeavors lo 
express an idea not his own, or he can 
not make his own, be ceases to be an 
actor. 

"It Is claimed that the actor can- 
not be a murderer one moment and an 
angel the next. 

"Why not? Shakespeare did it. 
Charles Dickens in hlH prcfoco lo thr 
"Tale of Two filles" said he fell lie 
was bringing out ideas In his own 
being. The ability comes from re- 
mote consoiouaness, from instincts 
left by remote progenitors. 

"No actor can act what he does not 
feel, Garrick learned to work out 
his mad scenes from experience and 
contact with one who had been he- 
reft of his reason by the toss of liis 
child. 

"But personal experience was of 
the best assistance of all. Interpreta- 
tion must grow from knowledge, and 

the latter often comes from experi- 
ence. Tragedy is rare from those who 
live the comfortable life. Only by 
experience will he be able to act the 
tragic .scenes, only by this means can 
he be captain of hiu soul. 

"The actor gives the best of him- 
self at one lime. When the final cur- 
tain drops he can neither add nor 
take away. Ho has a desln- to leave 
behind him a name that will be re- 
membered. It is a guerdon wo would 
not exchange."

The London Fire Brlg.ide l.s rapidly 
bicomlnK 11 completely motor-oqulp- 
ped flro-flBhtlng organization. To-day 
I.iundon poHseMes 87 motor appliances 
and two motor fire floats. 

It is now proposed tu spend in the 
near future IfiOO.OOU In providing S3 
motor escape vnnt*, 43 electric escapo 
v.ins, 04 iietrol or petrol eieotrio mo- 
tor pumps, 27 motor turn-table lad- 
dem, U motor cars, and a motor cnn- 
teeti van, or 249 new motor applianceii. 
In three years horses will be unknown 
In the Ixmdon I''lre flrltrade. 

Recent experiments have shown 
that the motor pump cun beat the 
Btenm engine, and that with two con- 
trltugul pumps a Jet of water was 
thrown over the top of Ht. Paul's 
Cathcdrnl. 34U feet above the spot at 
which the pumps were working. They 
can travel 40 miles on hour and can 
pump COO RallnnH of water a minute 
nt a pressure of 120 lbs. per square 
inch. 

The actual ntiml)er of fires laot year 
(I'pnrt from false tlarmi*, chimney 
firvH) wax 3,390, as aRalnst an aver- 
age for the last five yearn of 3,486. 
Ninety-fUe lives were lost, 25 males 
imd 70 females, uf the fatal fires, 
13 were caiL-'ed by children playing 
with fire, 14 by clotho» coming in con 
tact with •fire. 10 by the upaettlng of 
nilneral oil liimiis, and 12 by unknown 
causes. The t,reateHt number of fatal 
fires occnrred In iRllngton. The fire- 
men rendered "first aid" in 191 caae^.
